Popular Sympathies._ 

The genéral rejoicing over the great tele- 

graphic triumph seems to have momentarily 
rendered the public incapable of devoting any 
attention to any other subject. And we are 
not disposed to quarrel with its temporary ab- 
straction from all other topics, for the laying 
of a cable acroas the Atlantic Ocean is cer- 
tainly a theme large enough for all the won- 
der over the reflection which even a nation’ 
can‘for the time bestow on it. In a few days, 
however, the Atlantic Telegraph will become an 
old story, as trite and familiar as the land 
telegraphs, the steamboats, and railways; and 
the printing press. Its results will probably 
be even more wonderful, and more momen- 
tous, than the feat itself, but they will steal on 
us slowly and imperceptibly, and without ex- 
citing much remark. “Moreover, like ‘most of 
the great. triumphs of science, they will lie 
more in the averting of misery than in ‘the 
creation of new séurces of happiness. It will 
possibly de even more in gaving ui from wars, 
and misunderstandings, and jealousies, and 
panics,..than in developing our commerce 
or filling our coffers. The vigorous adminis. 
tration of the law, and a vigilant police, show 
their efficacy rathet in’ the prevention of 
crimes than in their puvishment. All the 
great steps in the match of civilization neces- 
sarily operate in much the-same way. They 
remove almost imperceptibly the severer : dis- 
comforts and inéonveniences of man’s condi- 
tion. They make his property safer, his friends 
nearer, his clothes warmer, his whole life 
easier. Each generation has a thousand com- 
forts within its reach which that which prece- 
ded it wanted ; but the improvement takes 
place so gradually, that to lecturers and 
historians is left the task of delineating 
and appreciating it. The drawback, 
and we might almost say the only ‘one, 
upon such triumphs as. that which 
American energy and perseverance has just 
effected, and over which the whole country ia 
rejoicing, is their tendency to foster the 
growth of the material .side.of our character, 
the great development of which has already 
excited serious apprehensions, and a great 
deal of regret amongst those who know 
America best and love her most... Itis our 
material prosperity and greatness which ‘most 
strongly arouse our pride, and our material 
successes which have so far supplied. most 
stimulas tothe national energy and courage. 
Our orators never cause the chords of .pop- 
war enthusiasm to vibrate 80 strongly ‘a8 by 
allusions to the enormous extent of our terri- 
tory, thé’ vastness and variety of our popula- 
tion, the prodigious rapidity ot our expansion, 
the extént and value of our commerce,, the 
speed of our ships, and the ingenuity of our 
mechanics. 


These are themes of which the public never 
tires, and which every American child is 
familiar with frem the day he enters the com- 
mon school ‘to his last. Fourth of July: The 
virtues which ennoble individuals are admired 
and loved'amongst’'us perbaps as much, or 
more, than amongst, any people. on. earth. 
When an American man displays courage 
manliness, tenderness, truth, justice and hu- 
mnanity, he is ag stire of a rich meed of popuy- 
Jar approbation here as any where. The moral 
beauty. and heroism which throw romance 
round the common life of the commonest 
amongst us, wil] nowhere caijl tears ot sympa- 
thy to #0 many eyes. There*are’no depths of 
passion to which we cannat descend, and no 
heighté of ecstatic fervor'to which we cannot 
rise.

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Marches ptioet into the Rea Catholic 
Chureb, and the Catholic. authorities having 
uniformly denounced Spirit-rapping as an in- 
vention of the devil, it is to. be presumed that 
Miss Fox has¢nade full confession. and unre- 
served renunciation of her share in the’ Rap. 
ping business. She was the youngest ‘of 
sisters, and probably had little active partici- 
pation in its invention, though undoubtedly she 
contributed largely to its success. 

The Fox family consisted of the mother and 
three sisters, one of ‘whom, Mrs: Fisn, was a 
widow. Their Rapping performances com- 
menced at Hydesville, an obscure village - in 
Wayne county, “N. ¥., near Palmyra, and 
within. a few mille’ of the spot where the 
Mormon Apostle, Joz Surrx, found the Golden 
Bible. For some timé theit art was the won- 
ders of that neighborhood, and crowds were- 
wont to collect, chiefly on Sundays, to witness 
its exercise. But somehow the miracle grew 
unpopular, and the family removed ‘to Roch- 
ester, where their peculiar gift soon began to 
attract attention. Strange storiés were told 
of secrets revealed, and fates foretold. Each 
of the sisters was a medium, through whose 
agency the spirits of the dead conyeyed infor- 
mation by alphabetic raps on the floor 
and upon tables. Committees of leading 
citizens were appointed, who reported that 
they heard sounds, but could not. tell whence 
they came. To be sure there were not lacking 
statements of fraud discovered and exposed. 
But the public ear was never open to this 
side’ of the question. It craved miracles, and 
got them in abundance. 

The extent to which Spirit-rapping “has 
been carried, not only in this country but 


in Europe, is one of the. greatest marvels: of 


the century ; and the phenomena which were 
at first developed by this family, are atill 
a puzzle to philosophers. .The Fox. wo- 
men~ were persons of ‘very ordinary 
capacity, though not lacking in a. cer- 
tain kind of shrewdness. Doubtless they 
were surprised, far more than anybody else, 
by their own guccegs; and if they permitted 
themselves to play upon the gullibility of their 


‘followers, we can hardly blamie them very se- 


verely. Hundreds of thousands have been 
carried away by the delusion of Spirit-rapping ; 
and, in view of that fact, we certainly should 
cease to wonder at the spread of Mormonism, 


‘or the infatuation of those who burnt witches 


at Salem. 


A Contest in rox Cawat Contractine Boarp. 
—An unpleasant and not very creditable dif- 
ficulty exists in the Contracting Board at Al- 
bany, relative to the appointment of certain 
Canal Engineers. The Contracting Board con- 
sists of the’ State Engineer and Survéyor, the 
Auditor of the Canal Department, and the three 
Canal Commissioners. It is by this body that 
Division and Resident Engineers are appoint- 
ed; the State Engineer and Surveyor having 
the power of suspension*for cause, until the 
next meeting, when the Board may either con- 
firm his action or’ reverse it: It appears that 
Mr. Ricnuonp, the State Engineer and Sur- 
veyor “suspended tavo subordinate  Engi- 
neers, who were restored by the Board, after 
which he once ifiore suspetided them, though | 
it is evident his action is likely again to be-re- 
versed. This game of cross purposesis scarce- 
ly becoming in men entrusted with high State 
offices. 

The Contracting Board consists politically of 
two Democrats, Mr. Ricumuosp and Commis- 
sioner Jaycox ; one Republican Commissioner, 
Suzraiwt ; one. American Auditor; Bzwron ; 
and Commissioner Rogexxs, Whig.
